Admirat Fletcher's Proclamation. 


Admiral Fletcher's proclamation to 
the mayor, chief of police and citizens 
of Vera Cruz reads:

Lebanon, Mo., April 22.—The Bank 
I of Phillipsburg, twelve miles west of 
Lebanon, on the Frisco railroad, was 
robbed Monday night and three of 
the robbers are locked up in the Leb­ 
anon jail today. 
The safe was blowm open and the 
bank building was 
badly 
wrecked. 
The three who were arrested gave 
their names as Michael O’Brien, of 
Memphis, Tenn.; J. C. Kelley, of Ed­ 
wards, 
Alberta, 
Canada; 
Thomas 
Carrigan, of Cedar Rapids, la. 
They came into Phillipsburg some 
time in the night and cut the railroad 
and county telephone lines so that 
no news of the robbery 
could 
be 
given until a messenger was sent to 
Conway, five miles west, when Sher­ 
iff J. A. Hufft was notified and he 
was on the scene by the 5 a. rn. train 
Bloodhounds were ordered 
from 
Peirce City and Col. W. I. Diffender 
fer, C. H. Bant ley and W. II. Calla­ 
ghan, of Lebanon, took an auto and 
went 
to 
Phillipsburg and took the 
dogs out to the trail. 
In the mean­ 
time a posse was formed and started 
in pursuit. 
About I o’clock the robbers were 
located in a deep hollow iii a tree 
about five miles northwest of Phil 
lipsburg. "When they discovered that 
they were located they began to fire 
upon the officers. 
Shots were ex­ 
changed and the battle lasted more 
than half an hour when the robbers 
seeing there was no hope of escape 
surrendered and were brought to Lob 
anon in automobiles, which had gone 
out with the posse. 
It Is supposed that they got about 
$1,200, all of which was found on the 
robbers or buried in the woods, the 
place being pointed out by the rob 
hers, except about $500. 
Besides Sheriff Hufft, of Laclede
